Unite to Keep Fascist Italy from Negotiating 
Committee in Far East—London, Paris 
Seen Delaying Action on Japan 


BRUSSELS, Nov. 9.—The United 
States and the Soviet Union joined 
hands today at the Brussels Far 
Eastern peace conference to fore- 
stall—at least temporarily—British- 


French attempts to divert the par- 
ley from its set task of gaining 
peace in China. 

The American delegation headed 
by Norman H. Davis and the So- 
viet delegation, with Soviet Foreign 
Commissar Maxim Litvinoff leading 
it, fought to keep Fascist Italy off 
a “steering committee” to negotiate 
with Japan in case the Tokio gov- 
ernment consents to discuss terms 
of peace with China.

Get It in on Time 


When you look in your mail box on Nov. 
16, you will find a little form. 

It will be the beginning of the nation- 
wide unemployment census, which is of the 
highest importance to the fight for adequate 
relief throughout the country. 

At best, this census has serious short- 
comings. There will be special difficulties for 
workers speaking a foreign language and 
there will be poor coverage in such places as 
Harlem and the East Side, where unemploy- 
ment is heaviest and where one mail box 
sometimes covers four or:five families. 

The Liberty League and Wall Street reac- 
tionaries who consider all relief as “wasteful 
extravagance” are hoping that the unem- 


_ployed will be indifferent to the census. They 


plan to use an inadequate or incomplete 
census as an argument for further attacks 
on the already inadequate relief appropria- 


tions. 


An absolutely complete census is neces- 
sary if the 160,000 on home relief, the 150,- 
000 on WPA and also the great number of 
unemployed not on WPA or home relief—in 
New York alone—are to be adequately pro- 
vided for. 

If you are unemployed, partially unem- 
ployed, on home relief or WPA, and the post- 
man does not deliver a form at your home, 
you can get one at the nearest post-office. 

All census forms must be answered and 
in the mail by Nov. 20.
